There is so. muen bare t net seems a ^erapnis, mimicry or a slightly more 
dignified duplication of the police in Dellas that, being disturbed by tbs entire 
affair, I make a few notes before sunup on tne day : the governor on Maryland is to 
make an official announcement already touted as confirmation of vast the poliee neve 
already said. What they have said they said too aeon. Immediately . *his does not ; 
mean what taey said nas to be untrue. It apes cast doubt, however, ontne certainty 
of their knowledge and tneir motive*, This is that tne explosion occurred above the 
flcor of tne car, in tne front seat, in front of the non-driver, while he was 
bending over end apparently playing with whatever exploded, that not yet having 
br'en disclosed. 

The next night, Tuesday, 3/ll, thers was a very powerful explosion in - 
the courthouse at Cambridge, where the trial was to have been held. Again the police 
spoke to so~n in error and in deperture from decent police procedures. They disclose 
they were locking for (the first announcement, from the governor's press secretary, 
was that they had apprehended) a miniskirted young woman of the radical left, with 
long, .dark or black hair, well, known to the FBI, .who had been driving a ear with 
New York tags tout were also disclosed. Not until a day later did they' reveal that 
the cor belonged to a salesman. Now, they could and should have known to whom these 
tags had bee issued witalr rai.nutes. And if they wanted tc catch such 3 to man, tney 
should have said nothing about her. Hoover, there had bein sensational bombings 
in New York, attributed to the Weathermen faction of tbs SIS in. one case tnen but 
a few days old, and the immediate effect wes to fix in the public mind that this 
bombing also was cn the left, not from tne right. As cf new it appears the police 
had only the reported presence of a woman in the courthouse some time the day before 
the explosion. In itself this is not unusual, nor is tne description, which could 
fit a rather large number of women with legitimate business there. The explosion 
was in s wcman*-s rest room, it is said. Eow like Dallas! _ 

The second man in th9 car at Bel Air (said to have been exploded at 
about 11:45 p.a. 3/9 and about 1 1 miles south of Bel Air, pointed toward Balt.) 
was not immediately identified but was described ss having three different identic 
fications with him. Assuming this to have been true, the effect was tc make it 
seem like this man was Rap Brown and again of tne extreme left, a suspicious eharacte 
Although there seems to nave been conflict with his existing medical records, this 
xasn was later identified as "Che” Payne. 

How reasonable is it '.tnat payne was pis jinx with a powerful explosive 
wnile they were driving along a, major MghWa y, TJS i? If we assume that they were 
transporting such a device, can we that they would have been carrying it primed and 
in the open, in the front seat, where it would have been detected had the?; committed 
a minor traffic violation, had the police guarding the community (heavily and visibl 
stopped them merely $o ask their business, had. a light bulb burned out, or for any 
of a number of possible innocent reasons? Would intelligent men experienced in tbs 
ways of the police and tne problems of t..e militant blacks, which both were, have 
transported their explosives visibly? Only if they were about to use them. Where? 
Was there an adjacent target? The police presumption seems to- be that .they were. ; 
taking it back to DC to stache eway. This also presumes they had either picked it 
up at°Bel Air or had brought it with them. Would they, in either .case, have .had it 
in the front seat, in the open and primdd? Not likely in a car with a trunk, unless 
they planned immediate use. Such a use could have been at the courthouse, but it is 
not likely this pair, with their long experience, would not have anticipated the 
heavy guard Posted there. If they picked the charge up in Bel Air they: did not
